The  Family  of  Charles  Brewster  Beach 


CHARLES  BREWSTER  BEACH,  third  child,  oldest  son  of  Isaac  Beach,  silversmith, 
born  May  25,  1794,  Stratford,  Conn.,  was  a  farmer  in  Great  Barrington,  Mass, 
when  he  married  FANNY  (Frances)  MANSIR,  Jan. 10,  1821,  oldest  child  of  AARON 
MANSIR  and  Phebe  Jones  Mansir,  his  wife,  of  Tyringhan,  an  adjoining  town  in 
Berkshire  Co.,  Mass. 

AARON  MANSIR,  widower,  had  moved  in  Aug.  1816,  from  Tyringham  to  Broome  Co., 

N.Y.,  a  distance  of  150  miles,  taking  his  children,  except  Jane,  a  month-old 
babe.  He  drove  his  own  team,  crossing  the  river  at  Hudson  and  arrived  at  Lisle 
in  Broome  Co.,  N.Y.  Here  he  purchased  from  a  former  neighbor,  Uncle  Daniel 
Twiss,  who  had  preceded  him,  200  acres  of  forested  farmland  of  the  south  end  of 
Lot  No.  281  in  the  Grand  Division  of  the  Boston  Purchase  later  known  as  the 
Town  of  Barker,  N.Y.  Here  he  built  a  small  log  house,  cleared  a  few  acres,  was 
stricken  with  typhoid,  and  died  Aug. 29,  1817.  This  left  Fanny  Mansir,  not  yet 
sixteen  years  of  age,  the  head  of  the  little  family  of  young  children  with  whom 
she  returned  to  Gt.  Barrington.  Aaron  Mansir  was  bo^n  Apr.  10,  1768  in  Mass. 

Of  his  parentage  and  place  of  birth  there  is  no  certainty.  It  seems  probable 
he  may  have  descended  from  the  Mansurs  of  Charlestown,  Mass.  He  married  (l) 
Phebe  Jones,  Apr. 5, 1800;  born  Oct, 20,  1776;  died  at  Gt.  Barrington,  Sept. 4, 

1810;  (2)  Gessie  Burghardt,  Nov. 9,  1810;  born  Mar. 19,  1787;  died,  July  5,1316. 
His  children:-  Far.ny  (Frances)  Mansir,  b.0ct.4,  1801,  who  married  Charles  B. 
Beach.  Henry  Mansir,  b. Sept. 2,  1803;  who  died  Aug. 27,  1804.  Henry  Mansir, 
second  of  that  name,  born  May  13,  1805  who  died  Dec. 8,  1874.  John  Gilbert 
Mansir,  born  Feb. 20,  1808,  of  whom  we  have  no  other  record.  Laura  Mansir, 

b.Feb.l,  1812;  . . Nov. 12,  1833;  died  Feb.  1847.  Glovinna  Mansir,  b.Jan. 

23,  1814;  ra. Harmon  Pierce;  d.  Lisle,  N.Y.,  May  14,  189b.  Jane  Elizabeth  Man- 
sir,  born  June  13,  1816;  m. Daniel  Thompson,  Sept. 6,  1835,  at  Gt.  Barrington. 

Charles  Brewster  Beach  and  Fanny  Mansir,  his  wife,  lived  for  a  while  in  Egremont, 
a  town  adjoining  Gt.  Barrington.  In  the  soring  of  1827  they  removed  with  their 
three  young  children, . Susan,  Frances  and  John,  to  the  Mansir  farmland  in  N.Y. 
thereafter  known  as  the  Beach  homestead  on  "Adams  Street"  four  miles  south  of 
Whitney  Point,  Broome  County,  and  there  they  spent  the  remainder  of  their  days. 
Isaac  and  Lucy  3each,  the  parents  of  Charles,  came  with  the  party  or  perhaps 
later.  He  was  then  sixty-seven  years  old.  He  died  at  the  Beach  homestead,  Jan. 
21,  1842.  She  died  there,  1857. 
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The  Family  of  Charles  Brewster  Beach 


The  family  endured  many  hardships  in  establishing  the  new  home.  All  cooking  and 
baking  had  to  be  done  in  an  open  fireplace  until  the  first  stove  came,  about 
1844.  Cutting  off  the  timber  for  fuel  or  lumber,  burning  or  uprooting  the  stumps 
and  plowing  the  unbroken  but  fertile  soil  and  preparing  it  for  field  crops  and 
garden  vegetables  were  of  foremost  importance.  An  L-shaped  frame  house,  un¬ 
painted,  soon  replaced  the  log  house.  Its  deep  cellar  provided  for  the  storage 
of  vegetables,  smoked  hams,  dried  and  smoked  beef,  bins  of  potatoes  and  sweet¬ 
smelling  apples.  Cn  hanging  shelving  were  jars  of  preserves,  jellies,  jams  and 
pickles,  also  cakes  of  maple  sugar;  and  on  the  floor  barrels  of  vinegar,  s.veet 
cider,  corned  beef,  salted  pork  and  several  tubs  of  butter.  All  these  were 
products  of  the  farm. 

The  women  found  themselves  fully  employed  in  preparing  three  meals  a  day,  caring 
for  milk,  making  butter,  doing  the  washing  and  ironing,  spinning,  sewing  and 
mending,  and  in  putting  up  dried  fruits  and  preserves.  The  district  school  pro¬ 
vided  a  limited  course  of  education  for  the  children.  An  occasional  evening 
singing-school  furnished  a  community  pleasure  and  certain  social  opportunities 
for  the  younger  set.  The  men  became  expert  in  getting  out  timber  from  the  for¬ 
est,  hewing  it  into  shape  and  constructing  the  framework  of  their  barns,  stables 
and  corn-cribs.  They  constructed  a  treaawheel  for  horses,  thus  obtaining  power 
for  sawing  wood  for  fuel.  Haying  and  harvesting,  planting  and  cultivating  were 
all  done  by  hand  in  the  early  days.  In  the  '60's  the  mower  appeared  and  in  the 
'70's  the  reaper.  The  homestead  became  a  strictly  self  supporting,  prosperous 
dairy  farm.  After  1890  butter-making  ceased  and  the  milk  was  delivered  daily  to 
the  nearest  R.R.  station,  Itaska,  and  sold  for  cash. 

Jan. 31,  1841  must  have  been  a  great  day  on  the  homestead.  Susan,  the  eldest 
child,  in  her  twentieth  year,  is  to  be  married  to  George  Hyde,  of  Hydeville* 

What  shall  the  family  have  for  breakfast?  They  might  choose  from  the  following 
list:-  Ham-ana-eggs ,  pork-and-beans ,  baked  potatoes,  brown  bread  and  white, 
buckwheat  cakes  with  maple  syrup,  apple-sauce,  maple  sugar,  butter  and  milk, 
all  home  products.  At  the  table  might  have  been  grandfather  Isaac  Beach,  30 
years  old,  and  his  good  wife  Lucy  Chittenden  Beach,  70;  father  Beach,  48,  and 
mother  Beach,  40;  baby  Fred,  2  years  old  and  the  seven  older  brothers  and 
sisters,  a  total  of  twelve. 

The  early  Beaches  of  Conn,  were  Congregationalists.  In  1732  following  the  lead 
of  Rev.  John  Beach  of  the  2nd  generation,  they  became  Episcopalians  and  were  loy¬ 
al  to  the  English  Church  and  to  the  King,  taking  no  part  in  the  War  of  the  Revo¬ 
lution.  The  Beaches  and  Mansirs  of  Hass,  were  also  Episcopalians  but  coming  to 
Barker,  N.Y.  found  no  organization  of  that  church. 
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The  Family  of  Charles  Brewster  Beach 


In  1842  a  church  was  built  at  Hyde  Settlement,  two  miles  west  of  Adams  Settlement. 
This  church  was  meant  for  all  the  settlers  for  several  miles  in  every  direction. 

At  this  time  the  greater  number  of  people  in  the  neighborhood  were  Presbyterians, 
although  a  few  were  Methodists,  and  one  or  two  families  belonged  to  the  Episcopal 
Church,  among  these  the  family  of  Charles  Beach. 

It  was  decided  to  establish  a  "Union  Church".  Everyone  was  interested  and  ready 
to  help.  After  the  location  for  the  building  had  been  decided  on,  land  was  given 
and  work  on  the  foundations  began.  Three  men  with  two  yoke  of  oxen  drew  stones 
from  Major  Hyde's  stone  quarry,  and  from  George  Gaylord's  ravine.  Sand  was 
drawn  from  Charles  Beach's  place.  Trees  were  cut  and  drawn  from  the  woods  -  two 
timber  trees,  two  pines  for  ties,  one  ash  tree  for  ties,  two  basswood  trees  for 
ties,  four  large  beech  trees  for  posts,  1000  feet  of  scantling  for  the  steeple. 
Farm  produce  was  contributed  to  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  used  to  pay  for  certain 
work  and  supplies,  e.g.,  two  bushels  of  oats  for  painting;  two  bushels  of  corn 
for  the  pulpit;  two  bushels  of  oats  for  the  gallery;  one  barrel  of  cider  for 
the  stoves.  Four  dozen  candles,  a  keg  of  ground  lead,  and  sash  for  large  windows 
were  contributed  directly. 

In  establishing  a  Union  Church,  the  plan  was  that  the  Presbyterians  and  Methodists 
should  hold  services  alternately.  At  first  this  plan  worked  well;  but  nearly  all 
new  settlers  who  came  in  were  Methodists.  In  a  brief  time  the  Methodists  so  far 
outnumbered  the  others,  that  some  of  them  began  to  feel  that  the  "Union  Church" 
should  be  theirs.  One  Sunday  just  as  the  Presbyterian  minister  was  ready  to 
preach  the  sermon,  a  Methodist  brother  gave  out  ?  hymn,  which  was  sung,  and  then 
another  hymn  followed,  until,  we  are  told,  the  Methodists  sang  the  hymnbook 
through.  After  this  the  Presbyterians  withdrew. 

The  Beach  family  waited  many  years,  hoping  to  have  the  opportunity  of  attending 
a  church  of  their  own  communion.  But  for  a  long  time  after  the  Revolution,  the 
Episcopal  Church  was  not  popular.  Being  the  successor  in  the  United  States  of 
the  Church  of  England,  it  was  under  suspicion.  Many  of  its  members  were  former 
tories . 

Charles  Beach  died  in  1853;  his  mother,  Lucy  Chittenden  Beach,  in  1857.  Thus 
Grandmother  Beach  (Fanny  Man3ir  Beach)  became  sole  advisor  and  head  of  the  family. 
The  time  came  when  she  felt  that  she  had  not  long  to  live,  and  realized  that  when 
she  was  gone,  her  children  might  drift  away  from  the  church  altogether.  Then  she 
and  all  her  children  with  her  joined  the  Methodist  Church  at  Hydeville.

After  her  marriage  Susan  and  her  husband  went  to  live  away  back  on  a  hill  in  the 
woods,  on  a  cross-road.  However,  about  twelve  years  later,  after  the  death  of 
her  father-in-law,  in  1847,  and  of  his  oldest  son,  John,  in  1853,  her  husband 
bought  out  the  heirs,  and  obtained  the  old  Hyde  homestead.  This  was  their  home 
for  many  years.  It  was  a  large  farmhouse,  with  six  fireplaces,  which  when 
stoves  came  into  use,  were  taken  out  and  "bricked  up".  This  added  to  the  comfort 
of  the  inmates,  but  detracted  from  the  picturesqueness  of  the  old  place. 


The  house  here  was  built  in  1810.  It  was  well  supplied  with  spinning-wheels, 
one  large  wheel  for  wool,  and  four  or  five  small  wheels  for  flax;  also,  a  spin¬ 
ning-jenny,  which  carried  a  large  number  of  threads  at  once.  More  or  less  spin¬ 
ning  was  done  in  the  home  until  some  time  after  the  Civil  War. 

Like  nearly  all  in  Broome  County,  this  was  a  dairy  farm.  Sheep  were  also  raised, 
and  there  was  a  large  orchard.  Cider  was  made,  but  not  for  the  market,  although 
it  was  sold  more  or  less  to  the  neighbors.  Bees  were  kept.  Water  was  brought 
down  to  house  and  barn  from  a  cool  soring  on  the  rocky  hillside  in  wooden  pen¬ 
stocks.

of  a  set  made  by  Isaac  Beach  in  1776-78;  also  a  jeweller's  small  hand-vise, 
once  the  tool  of  Isaac  Beach,  which  Abel  Beach  passed  on  to  his  nephew,  Charles 
Beach  Atwell. 

Abel  W.  Beach  was  a  thrifty  farmer  and  a  well-read  man,  much  interested  in  the 
affairs  of  County,  State  and  Nation;  he  served  four  terms  as  Town  Supervisor, 
1890-94;  7  terms  as  Justice-of -the-Peace,  between  1863  and  1895;  2  terms  as 

Justice  of  Sessions,  1884  and  1885.  He  was  a  leading  official  in  the  Adams 
Street  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  provided  generously  for  its  support  in 
his  will.  During  1879  Abel  W.  Beach  had  replaced  the  old  frame  dwelling  with, 
a  model,  handsome,  white  house  having  slate  roofs,  bay-window,  coal  stoves  and 
modern  conveniences.
